F goo the Preamble of this Anſwer, by way of Accongt, 

concerning the ſecuring ſome Members, and ſecluding 6 

thers ; It appears by the Propoſals of the ſixth of Decey- 

ber, the late Declaration and Remonſtrance therein cited, 

That this deſigne to break the Houſe by force hath been 
long ſince plotted and contrived, thongh not executed until 
now. Which Action the General Councel of the Army in 
their Anſwer ſay, We ackyowleage is ro be a (onrſe in it ſelf 
irregular, and not juſtifiable but both by honeſt intentions fr 
publick, good, and an extraordinary Neceſſity for the ſame 
end leading us therennto, 

Theſe being the two pillars upon which is laid the whole 
weight of the juſtification of the Army in this extraordins 
ry and (we beleeve) unparallell'd courſe of proceedings; 
We ſhall apply our ſelves to diſcover the weaknefle andua. 
ſoundneſs of them both. For our more clear proceedings 
herein, we- ſhall firſt ſtate the Caſe which is endeavonred 
this paper to be juſtified. 

They are an Armie raiſed and formed by Ordinance of 
Parliament of the 15 of February 1644, for the defeme 
of the K ing and Parliament, and true Proteſtant Religion, 
the Laws and Liberrzes of the Kingdom ; and to befrom 
time to time /#bje to ſuch Orders and Direfions as they 
ſhall receive from both Huxſes of Purliament. And for that. 
end they ſtand commiſſionated by them, and receive pay 
from them at this day. And beſides the Truft they hereby 
have aſſumed, they are under the obligation of a ſolemn C6. 
venant ſworn to: Almighry God, That they will in their 
places and callings, With fincerity, reality andcenfaicy;olh 
their eftates and lives, preſerve the Rights and Priviledyt 
of the Parliament; and the Liberties of the Kingdome ; 'and. 
defend the Kings perſon and Authority in the femes of tht: 
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ue. Religion and Liberties of tue Kingdom. They being 
mnder theſe Truſts and/Obligations by and to the Houſes,with 
their Arms, contrary to their Orders, marched into Weſt- 
wafer, and withont any order from them: they placed ſome 
oftheir Regiments at and about the door of the Houſe'of 
Commons upon the ſixth and ſeventh of December laſt, and 
there (with a Lift of the names of divers Members of the 
Houſe) their Otficers and Souldiers (appointed for that pur- 

) forcibly ſecluded ſome, ſeized upon, impriſoned, and. 
(rained others from their attendance of the Houſe, and oc- 
afioned many others to abſent themſelves. The ae 
nom is, Whether any thing in this paper can juſtifie this A- 
gion of theirs, either upon the. good Intentions or Neceſſi- 

pretended therein. This being the point in- Iſſue, which 

y atfirm,and we deny : We ſhall now proceed to conſider 
their grounds. 

For their good Intentions, .which cannot be known-to ts 
but by their expreſſions and actions, they referre us to their. 
ſropoſals, Declarations-and Remonſtrances : where wee 
fade their defires are to take away the Kings life,: to take a- 
my the lives of the Prince and the Duke of York ; at leaf? . 
odif-inheric both them and.all the Kings children ; to put 
zperiod co this Parliamemt,; to ſet upa new Repreſencative, 
which takes away all Parliaments ; to have aneleAive King, 
fany.. Theſe are the .intentions for publick good, . which 
muſt come in to help their actions, . that. are-confeſled to be 
otherwiſe irregular and unjuſtifiable.
